MCPA Wants lo Change 
Method of Determining 
Cotton Allotments 


The Missouri Cotton Producers 
Association is fighting efforts to 
change the present method of de­ 
termining national, state and coun­ 
ty cotton allotments and market­ 
ing quotas. W. P. Hunter, MCPA 
president, stated here today some 
changes are necessary in exisiting 
legislation as it applies to the al­ 
lotments on indvidual farms, but 
the present laws relating to pro­ 
duction controls down to including 
the county level are acceptable 
not only to Missouri farmers but 
to .farmers throughout the Mid- 
South and all Eastern cotton pro­ 
duction states. 
Hunter’s statement was made 
public after a preliminary skir­ 
mish with Western cotton produc­ 
ing states over proposed changes 
in acreage allotment laws which 
would give the West higher allot­ 
ments in 1954. 
Hunter says a cotton crop of 13 
million bales this year would re­ 
quire the Secretary of Agriculture 
to evoke acreage allotments and 
marketing quotas for 
1954. “If 
weather permits,” 
Hunter said, 
“Farmers 
will 
probably 
plant 
enough acres to produce at least a 
16 million bale crop in 1953.” He 
also pointed out a 16 million bale 
crop in ’53 would probably mean 
the 1954 national marketing quota 
would be about 11 xk million bales, 
or a reduction of nearly one-fourth 
from the 1952 planted acreage. 
In referring to plans for elimi­ 
nating inequities experienced in 
the 1950 cotton allotment program, 
Mr. Hunter said the MCPA is 
studying a proposal that would 
distribute the county acreage allot­ 
ments to individual farms on the 
basis of their 5-year average his­ 
tory immediately preceding the 
year in which the acreage allot­ 
ment proclamation is made. The 
proposal provides no farm allot­ 
ment shall exceed $0 per centum of 
the tillable acreage on the farm 
and no farm shall be increased 
above its 5-year average acres 
planted to cotton. It also provided 
no farm shall be eligible for an 
allotment which has not planted 
cotton within one of the last three 
years.

“They 
stopped us on the road and tried 
to get our guards drunk so they 
would shoot us.” 
Mullins said the Russians were 
armed and in uniform. He said he 
knew the Russians wanted the 
guards to shoot because “they 
made motions.”

The Missouri Cotton Producers 
Association is fighting efforts to 
change the present method of de­ 
termining national, state and coun­ 
ty cotton allotments and market­ 
ing quotas. W. P. Hunter, M CPA 
president, stated here today some

Hunter says a cotton crop of 13 
million bales this year would re­ 
quire the Secretary of Agriculture 
to evoke acreage allotments and 
mjarketing quotas for

plant 
enough acres to produce at least a 
16 million bale crop in 1953.” He 
also pointed out a 16 million bale 
crop in ’53 would probably mean 
the 1954 national marketing quota 
would be about 11 
million bales, 
or a reduction of nearly one-fourth 
from the 1952 planted acreage. 
In referring to plans for elimi­ 
nating inequities experienced in 
the 1950 cotton allotment program, 
Mr. Hunter said the M C PA is 
studying a proposal that would 
distribute the county acreage allot­ 
ments to individual farms on the 
basis of their 5-year average his 
tory immediately preceding the 
year in which the acreage allot­ 
ment proclamation is made. The 
proposal provides no farm allot­ 
ment shall exceed $0 per centum of 
the tillable acreage on the farm 
and no farm shall be increased 
above its 5-year average acres 
planted to cotton. It also provided 
no farm shall be eligible for an 
allotment which has not planted 
cotton within one of the last three 
years.

Allied Soldiers 
Soy All Coptives 
Won’t Be Returned

— Accounts of Bataan-style death 
marches, semi-starvation and cal­ 
culated brutality came today from 
the second handful of Allied sol­ 
diers returned from Communist 
prison camps. 
And stories of many more dan­ 
gerously ill Allied soldiers still in 
Red captivity indicated, the Com­ 
munists do not plan to free all sick 
and wounded as they had agreed 
to do.

uttered two weeks ago by Rear 
Adm. John C. Daniel, the U. N. 
truce delegate, when the Reds told 
him 600 sick and wounded would 
be repatriated. 
The new development suggested 
that the Communist were failing 
once again on a solemn agreement. 
Sgt. Walter H. Mitchell of Green­ 
ville, Tenn., said “ There were quite 
a few left in the hospital at the 
Pyoktong camp . . . I would rather 
they had come than me . . . They 
needed medical attention more.”

treatment improved after the truce 
talks started in Ju ly, 1951, but 
varied since with the ups and 
downs of the negotiations. 
Death marches over frozen high­ 
ways in bitter winter weather were 
reported by two American soldiers. 

Roger Herndon of Jackson­ 
ville, Fla., and Cpl. Orville R. 
Mullins of Covington, Ky., told at 
separate agonies in 1950 and 1951. 
Herndon was captured in th© 
frigid winter of 1950. He said some 
40 American and Turkish soldiers

march north from Kunu, where the 
U. S. 2nd Division met disaster in 
November, 1950. 
Mullins told of a march north 
from Pyongyang in August, 1951, 
just as the truce talks were be­ 
ginning.

By JOHN T. FLYNN 


We are in Two wars—one a 
fighting war against Russia in 
Europe and Asia, the other a 
revolutionary war here inside 
America. It is a revolutionary 
war fought not with guns and 
soldiers but with the weapons 
that are used against the mind. 
Americans know how to fight 
political campaigns. They do 
not know how to fight a revo­ 
lutionary war upon the minds 
of the American people, which 
is leading us, creeping, into 
socialism. They have not even 
begun to fight it. They dare 
delay no longer. 


I 
welcomed the invitation to 
come here to talk to you gentle­ 
men, because there is something 
I have wanted very much to say 
to just such a gathering as this. 
Now I hope that you will pardon 
me if I speak to you today with 
complete frankness. 
I did not come here to flatter you 
to tell you what great industrialists 
you are, and I am certainly not 
foolish enough to attempt to offer 
you any advice on your industrial 
problems for 1 have no expertness 
in that field. 


I have not come to offer you any t 
advice on your political problems 
because I do not consider myself a 
very good politician — and I am 
sure there are some very good 
politicians in this audience. 
I have come to offer you some 
reflections upon’a science—or shall 
I say an art—and a rather dark 
art—in which I think you have 
demonstrated that you are woe­ 
fully naive. I mean about the great 
and terrifying art of 20th Century 
revolution. 


Revolutionary War Raging In U. S. 
For 20 years we have had a war 
raging in this country. I do not 
speak of the wars against Germany 
or Russia or Communist China. I 
refer to a revolutionary war going 
on inside the United States. It is a 
revolution aimed at us all, but 
more particularly at you. It is a 
revolution which you are still los­ 
ing and against which you have 
not even begun to fight. And it 
you do not wake up very soon and 
find out what it’s all about and 
begin an all-out counter-offensive 
you will lose it utterly. 
This is a revolution to destroy 
that 
which 
we might call 
the 
American system — the American 
Republic on the political front and 
the American system of private 


enterprise on the economic front. 
You know how to produce the w ea­ 
pons of modern military warfare 
which have enabled our armies 
and airmen and seamen to win 
battles all over the world. 
You have been losing the politi­ 
cal and economic war here 
in 
America because you arc opposed 
by men who know as much about 
the weapons of ideological revolu­ 
tionary war as you know about 
the vyeapons of military war. And 
I suggest this may be a good spot, 
in your annual conference here, to 
pause and indulge in a little humil­ 
ity. 
Consider Our Defeats 
Let me ask you to pause a 
moment and consider the defeats 
that you and I have suffered. 
1. You armed Europe to defeat 
Germany 
and 
then 
voluntarily 
turned all of Eastern Europe over 
to Stalin. Seven years later, the 
President of the United States is 
suggesting that we refuse to recog­ 
nize the agreements by which we 
made this incredible gift to Mos­ 
cow. It took two to make that bar­ 
gain. We will probably have to 
unmake it alone— at what cost? 
The answer is appalling to con­ 
template. 
2. You defeated Japan and then 
turned China and Korea and Man­ 
churia and Mongolia over to Stalin. 
And you are now in a fighting war 
the end of which no man can fore­ 


see.

Total supply of 26 kinds of 
grass and legume seeds for sow­ 
ing this y ear is over 7 per cent 
larger than for 1952, and 40 per 
cent larger than the 1941-50 aver­ 
age.

Total supply of 26 kinds of 
grass and legume seeds for sow­ 
ing this year is over 7 per cent 
larger than for 1952, and 40 per 
cent larger than the 1941-50 aver­ 
age. Practically all kinds are 
in good supply except lespedeza. 
timothy, 
redtop, 
bromegrass, 
Sudangrass and crested wheat- 
grass. 
The 1952 production of alfalfa, 
red clover, alsike clover, sweet- 
clover, lespedeza, and timothy 
totals nearly 483 million pounds 
of clean seed. This is 15 per cent 
larger than 1951 and 6 per cent 
larger than the 1941-50 average. 
Alfalfa seed set a new high rec­ 
ord, while the lespedeza crop 
is the smallest in 12 years, and 
th# timothy seed second smallest 
in 18 years.

April 17, 1953 
W ith thte S esq u icen ten n ial of 
the Louisiana Purchase this year, 
m uch public interest is coming to 
life in these past months. The city 
of New Orleans is planning an ex- 
len94ve program in observance of 
the occasion. The City of St. Louis 
is considering voting funds for the 
developm ent 
of 
the 
Jefferson 
M em orial Plaza and the erection 
of a gigantic arch which will be 
approxim ately 560 feet in the cen­ 
ter, and which will be called the 
G atew ay to the West. 
The Colliers Magazine, in its 
issue of M arch 21st, discussed the 
event in a full length article to­ 
gether with excellent pictures de­ 
picting the history of 150 years 
ago. The article was w ritten by 
B ernard DeVoto, an able historian 
and author of the book, THE 
COURSE OF EMPIRE, which has 
earned the N ational Book Aw ard 
for 1952. In this book he relates the 
W estw ard m ovem ent of American 
C ulture. Among the events which 
prom oted this W estw ard 
m ove­ 
m ent, the Louisiana Purchase and 
the Lewis and C lark Expedition 
contributed 
m om entum 
w h i c h 
hardship and hazards could not 
h alt nor retard. 
DeVoto is a brilliant man and 
a m aster w riter. T here is a copy 
of this book in the New M adrid 
County L ibrary and also one in the 
Lilbourn M emorial Library, which 
was presented by Mr. and Mrs. 
Amos Riley in mem ory of Judge 
H. C. Riley. A nother book, THE 
LOUISIANA PURCHASE, by Rob­ 
ert Tallent is an excellent and 
readable book. 
T here is m arked increase in the 
interest of local history at this 
time. For som et.m e we have had 
requests for the novel FURY IN 
THE EARTH, by H arry Harrison 
Kroll, a novelist and native of 
Tennessee, TV's is a novel of the 
New M adre! earthquake which oc­ 
curred In December 1811 and con­ 
tinued with repeated shocks until 
M ay of 1812. T‘ is then that Reel- 
foot Lake c.* Tennessee was creat­ 
ed. 
In his novel. FURY IN THE 
EARTH, Kroll’s fertile im agination 
has re-created New Madrid and its 
people; a few Spanish families, 
and the rest were pioneer A m eri­ 
can settlers and roistering river- 
men. The fury of disturbance in 
th e earth m ust have been terrific, 
ii we may judge from accounts 
describing it. Had the county not 
been so sparsely settled at that 
time, the loss in life would have 
been in num ber that would have 
ranked with the world’s greatest 
disasters. These things that hap­ 
pened then seem far off in the 
distant past, but the fac rem ains 
these things happened here and, 
as we reflect about it now, it sets 
a challenge to our im agination and 
curiosity with a hope that such 
tragic disturbance may never again 
return to us. We wonder, however, 
how did it affect the people who 
then lived here and how did they 
react to this castastrophe. 
Hogshead Bolivar is the hero 
in the novel; and, while he is a 
fictional character, what he does 
and the description of the people 
w ith whom he lives is historically 
correct as the author was able to 
gather 
from 
research 
reading 
which he lists at the close of the 
novel. To people of our county and 
others 
in 
this 
area, the 
novel 
should 
be 
intensely 
interesting, 
which the canifest dem and has 
already proved.
